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“NEWS” SITUATION. | 


A Heavy Demand, and the Supply 
Not Equal to It. 


Some Effects of the Destruction of the Eddy Company’s 
Plant—Canadian Buyers in This Market—The In- 
ternational’s Reduced Stock—Sbort of Goods 


for Its Foreign Contracts. 


The situation in the news market grows worse instedd 
ul better, according to the reports of the men most promi- 
nently identihed with the manuiacture and sale of that 
grade of paper. Both the domestic and foreign demand 
ior white paper is said to be stronger to-day than it has 
been at any time since last summer. In this country the 
production of news ts evidentiy short of tae demand, and 
ine prospect of any change in this respect before the end 
of the year is not considered probable. In fact, it is ex- 
pected that news will be scarcer and much higher in price 
during the next six months than it, has been for a num- 
ber of years. This statement is based on the fact that the 
consumption of news paper during a political campaign 
is much heavier than at other times. 

To-day, although the extra call incident to “presidential 
year” has as yet not set in, there is no surplus news in the 
country. As illuscirating the scarcity of news paper, it is 
said on good authority that the International Paper Com- 
pany, which usually carries between 30,000 to 40,000 tons 
of paper in storage scattered in the big cities all over the 
country, is to-day carrying a little over one-half that 
amount. ‘Lhe foreign demand for paper on the Interna- 
tional also continues very heavy. This cannot be satisfied, 
as the company is considerably behind on its regular con- 
tract business with foreign publishers. 

Speaking of the shortage of news all over the world, a 
gentleman conversant with the subject said to a represen- 
tative of THe Paper Trappe JouRNAL this week: “It is 
somewhat surprising, still it is a fact, that the destruction 
of Eddy’s plant at Ovtawa last week has affected the mar- 
ket considerably. Lhe Ekddy mill turned out 65 tons 
of paper per day. Of this amount 40 tons were 
news, and every pound of this news went to England. 
Now, strange as it may seem, the day after the Eddy fire 
a number of very good offers for large quantities of news 
were received from Canada in this city. At the same time 
other inquiries for more papey arrived from England. 
These inquires may and may not all have been due to the 
Wiping out of Eddy’s 40 tons per day. However, 
| “am satisfied that the production of news is. so 
short of the demand that the reduction of the supply by 
even 40 tons is enough to cause a general disturbance 
im the market.” 

“In Canada the situation is as bad as it is here. In fact, 
it is getting to be a very serious question up there where 
they are to get paper. The Canadian manufacturers have 
no surplus. They are shipping some paper to England 
om contract, but not very much, simply because they 
haven’t the paper to send. Meantime the London pub- 
lishers are crying for more paper, and this cry will con- 
tinue as long as the Boer war lasts. On the Continent the 
war and the Paris Exposition have increased the demand 
for white paper. In my opinion the amount of paper ex- 
ported from Canada during the next twelve months will 
not exceed 25 tons daily. This statement is made with 
all the prospective and projected Canadian pulp and pa- 
per mills in mind, On this subject the fact should be noted 
that projected paper mills in Canada have a bad habit of 








not materializing. The reason for this is the number of 
drawbacks which the manufacture of paper in that country 
has. Of course it looks very advantageous to have your 
mill near the source of pulp wood supply, but when you 
carefully consider the conditions of hauling your product 
over hundreds of miles of rough country, the scheme takes 
on a different aspect. The whole sum and substance of the 
matter is that for the present at least the spruce supply of 
Canada is altogether too far away from the markets of 
the world.” 


PULP WOOD CONCESSIONS. 


Angry Discussion and Ugly Charges in the Ontario Legis- 
lature—Government Charged with Giving Rights 
Away—New Agreements Ratified. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

NiAGARA Fats, April 30—The closing hours of 
the Ontario Legislature, at Toronto, last Friday night 
were the fiercest in the history of that body jn some 
years.” ‘the big Clergue Failway and the pulp wood 
concessions were voted through by the Government 
m short order. A grotesque scene was witnessed 
when, after the Clergue land concession had been 
denounced as “unparalleled robbery,” it was railroaded 
through to the chorus of “Soldiers of the Queen.” The 
spectacle typified, so an opposition paper put it, the easy 
virtue of Ontario’s public men, who sang a patriotic chorus 
while a clever Yankee was going through their clothes. 
The debate on the Clergue concession was acidulous. It 
was claimed that the Clergue Company would build the 
railroad for much less than it was getting. The oppo- 
sition maintained that the Government was giving away 
30,000,000 cords of pulp wood. In old days it was only 
worth 25 cents per cord, while now it was valued at from 
$5 to $7 per cord. By it Mr. Clergue would make $15,000,- 
ooo. The Government was going to lose $3,000,000 in 
dues. 

One member went so far as to openly assert that “A 
great many members opposite had been purchased by these 
great steals.” The statement was withdrawn, but the mem- 
ber said in explanation that it required strong language 
when the Government was forking over great tracts of 
pulp wood lands to their friends. 

The Nipigon and Blanch River pulp wood conces- 
sions suffered in the same manner as the Clergue railway 
land concession and fierce charges were hurled at the Gov- 
ernment. The opposition claimed that the Government 
was keeping the water power part of the agreement so 
that there would be no chance to discuss it. It would be 
given away by order in council. 

Mr. Miscampbell said that if the Government had the 
power to send dues on pulp wood up and down, they held 
a power which they had no right to hold. He claimed 
that the proper policy was that all lands should be put up 
at public auction and disposed of to the highest bidder. 
The returns from the pulp lands only amounted to $30,- 
000 a year, still he was informed that private individuals 
were selling the standing pulp on theSe lands for $1 per 
cord: 

The question was put, and carried on a division of 43 to 
36. ‘The Blanch River pulp agreement was carried on the 
same division. W. E. T.

Plant of the Company Will Be at 
Once Rebuilt. 


The Canadian Government Agrees to Temporarily Sus- 
pend the Tariff, to Allow Publishers to Buy News 
in the United States—The Effects of This 
Disaster on the Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Orrawa, Ont., April 30.—The E. B. Eddy Company's 
great paper and pulp mills and match factory, at Hull, 
which were burned in the terrible fire last Thursday, will 
be rebuilt. Mr. Eddy is resting at the Victoria Hotel, at 
Aylmer, and W. H, Rowley, the secretary and treasurer 
of the company, has charge of affairs. Mr. Rowley was 
seen at the ruins of the company’s plants and stated that 
early steps would be taken to rebuild the extensive works 
and warehouses. The sulphite plant alone escaped and is 
now being worked to its greatest capacity in order to give 
the homeless workmen something to do. The total loss 
of the Eddy Company, as placed by Mr. Rowley, reaches 
$2,000,000. 

When asked if any arrangements had been made to sup- 
ply the customers of the company with paper, Mr. Rowley 
replied that he was communicating with several paper 
companies in Canada and the United States and hoped to 
be able to make arrangements satisfactory to his customers. 
The Government in Council has been asked to suspend the 
duty on news print in order to relieve the burden upon the 
shoulders of the newspaper proprietors, who must neces- 
sarily seek the American market for news and have agreed 
to do so temporarily. Mr. Rowley is busy looking after 
the homeless families, many of whom have been in his 
employ for forty years. He intends to employ them in 
cleaning up the sites of the mills and in preparing for re- 
building. 

George Miller, mechanical superintendent of the works, 
stated that the machinery, which is a total loss, was valued 
at $800,000, and the building destroyed, which covered five 
acres, cost $300,000. There was also a large stock of paper, 
pulp, matches, woodenware and finished products on hand, 
all of which were consumed in the large warehouses. The 
Broad street warehouse, as well as the main premises, con- 
tained 20,000 cases of matches, valued at $60,000. The 
company also lost about four million feet of lumber and all 
its rolling stock. The insurance will be fully $650,000, if 
not more, all held by United States companies. Mr. 
Eddy’s residence and contents, also destroyed, were 
roughly valued at $100,060, although it will cost more than 
that to replace them. W. E. T, 


Effect on Canada’s Paper Supply. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

MontTREAL, May 1.—W. D. Gillean, manager of the Can- 
ada Paper Company, said to-day: “The destruction of the 
‘Eddy Company’s mills at Hull will largely demoralize the 
newspaper trade of the country for some time to come 
Many newspapers will find it extremely difficult to procure 
their requisite supplies. For over six months all the mills 
in Canada have been working right up to their full capac- 
ity, and all of them at the present time are oversold. 
On Friday morning I received telegrams from twenty-five 
newspapers in various parts of Canada asking to be sup- 
plied, but it is absolutely impossible for us to do mach, if

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RULING MARKET CONDITIONS. 


Reports Somewhat Irregular—As a Rule New Business is 
Not Active—A Boston Manufacturer and Jobber’s 
Idea of the Puture. 


The talk of weaker quotations continues in the local 
trade. Those who are interested in bearing the market 
still insist that book papers are selling for considerably 
less than the printed quotations. They also say that ma- 
nilas are off and that the figures on all grades are 
weaker. When pressed for details in regard to actual 
sales these bears sometimes tell the truth about the mar- 
ket. When they do so they acknowledge that jobbers and 
consumers are in no mood to place orders except for 
goods which they actually need. The demand for all 
grades of paper except news is at present rather light. 
This fact influences many to think that prices are weaker. 
This is probably so on the cheaper grades, but it does not 
hold true as far as the better grades of paper are con- 
cerned. 


A Quarter’s Good Business. 
Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Paper TRADE Jounnat. | 
HOLYOKE, Mass., May 1, 1900. 

Yesterday marked the close of the first quarter of the 
present year. In conversation with a leading manufac- 
turer of this city he said that he believed that fully as 
much business had been done last quarter as for the first 
three months of last year. No figures can be obtained as 
to the amount of paper that has been made this year, but 
all of the mills have been running on very good time. In 
some cases mills have been closed down for short periods 
at various times, but this has been confined to particular 
mills running on a particular grade of paper. The mills 
making the finest papers have had all of the business that 
they could attend to. 

The present condition of the market has been tending 
toward a lighter trade as the warmer days approach. 
Manufacturers in general have been expecting this, but on 
the strength of a local paper maker’s opinion it can be 
stated that prices will not be reduced. Ferry. 





Boston’s Idea of the Future. 


Eastern Offiie PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, 
64 Federai ptreet, f 
Boston, May 1, 1900. 


Trade conditions are unchanged from those ruling the 
previous week. With the future condition of the market 
on book and manilas, every one, manufacturer, jobber 
and consumer, is interested, and every one has his opin- 
ion concerning the possibilities of the coming months. 

With the views of getting some idea of what the outlook 
was, the writer had a talk to-day with one of the leading 
representatives of the city trade, a gentleman in close 
touch with every branch of the business and one in posi- 
tion to speak from the standpoint of a manufacturer as 
well as dealer. In reply to queries he said: 

“It is very difficult to predict what the condition of the 
paper trade is going to be for the next six months or year, 
because there are so many conditions that are involved, any 
one of which might cause an advance in price or any one 
condition might cause a decline. The present uncertain 
state of the affairs of the world are a great factor as to our 
commercial relations at the present time. Wars, and ru- 
mors of wars, and especially rumors of war between the 
larger powers are having their effect, and it ig a well-known 
fact that people who are operating in a cvwercial way 
have been expecting that a war between the larger powers 
might break out at any time. If it should become a fact 
within a short time nobody knows where the price of paper 
would go to. 

“Then another especially important feature to-day in the 
price of paper is the absolute condition that exists, 4. ¢., that 
the paper manufacturer to-day who is manufacturing book 
papers (to which I have especial reference) is no better off 
at the present price than he was a year ago when book 
papers were at their lowest ebb in price. He is not only 
paying an advance of from 40 to 50 per cent. on the raw 
material which he uses in his manufacture, but he is also 
paying an advance of from 35 to 40 per cent. in the price 
of the clothing for his machine, wires, felts, jackets, chem- 
icals, &c. 

“Another especial feature is that he is paying from 30 to 
35 per cent. advance in the price of fuel alone. If you add 
this extra price which he has to pay for the material that 
goes into the manufacture of paper to-day, to say nothing 
about the price of labor (supposing that that is the same 
as it was a year ago), the advance in the price of book 
paper is not any more than sufficient, even if it is quite that, 
to cover the advance in price of raw materials and supplies. 
Therefore, the manufacturer cannot afford to-day to sell 
béok paper for any less price*than it is being offered, and 
I d6n’t see how #€ is possible for book papers to be any 
lower for some time to come. I think that the bottom has 
been reached for the present, and that the tendency will be 
upward rather than downward. 





“The condition of the news market is firm and prices are 
holding their own. I see no indication of any falling off in 
price or in demand. The large destruction of spruce at the 
disastrous fire in Hull will be one cause for the price of 
spruce wood to remain firm, and the fact again that as we 
are having no amount of rains this spring such as we usu- 
ally have, short water and short product of pulp wood will 
be strong factors in the case, which will tend to hold the 
price of news firm. The presidential campaign and war 
news all have a tendency to take up all the surplus product 
of news in the market, and the demand for future delivery 
is strong. I know of no mills that are not sufficiently sup- 
plied with orders to run them for several months if they 
don’t take another order. 

“In my opinion the effect of the new mills will be hardly 
perceptible in the market, as the consumption of news is 
increasing every day, and by the time these mills get in 
full operation and get their product on the market the nat- 
ural demand for the paper will have practically taken the 
extra supply, so that their entry in the field will hardly be 
noticed. 

“This is about the condition of the market as I see it to- 
day, and I don’t feel that there is any prospect of a decline 
in price of papers of any kind or description to-day. On 
the other hand, I feel that it is a good time for consumers 
of paper to buy their supply. I don’t think that they will 
make any mistake as to the future if they should buy at 
the present time.” DELESDERNIER. 


Business Fairly Good in Chicago. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, April 30.—Paper men have had a fairly good 
week. Prices have ruled even and the demand has been a 
trifle better than usual. Jobbers are busy and report a 
number of mill men in town, which seems to indicate that 
there are a good many mills o1« for orders. The demand 
for news is unabated and prices are firm. Book papers 
have not materially chaaged in demand nor do prices 
exhibit any different tendency. They are still reported a 
little “off” in some quarters. 

The board market is very active, but prices are un- 
changed. Next week, however, it is thought that there 
will be a different price list in operation as a result of the 
meeting of the Association of Box Board Manufacturers in 
Buffalo. The scarcity of straw at the usual sources of sup- 
ply and the unabated demand for board seem to demand a 
higher rate. M. 


Buying for Present Needs Only. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PuILaveLpuia, May 1.—The closing month, while far 
from unsatisfactory, has been quiet and has fallen below 
expectations. Orders are of moderate size only, there 
being a tendency to buy only for present needs because of 
the feeling that a cut in prices may soon come. Then, 
too, consumers are generally stocked up, having been in- 
duced to buy largely when the late rise was in progress. 
The mills are seeking orders now and are promising 
prompt deliveries on short time, something which money 
nor influence could not obtain only a few weeks ago. 
During the past week there have been more salesmen 
hunting orders than all the rest of the month combined. 
The newspapers evidently realize that the increased cost 
of white paper has come to stay. A number of them are 
cutting down salaries, wages and expenses to meet it. 
Book paper is now quiet, but the advice of a large manu- 
facturer who says that he is so overrun with orders that 
he cannot take more, is that if you want to make money 
buy now, and store for the advance which is sure to come 
in the fall. ‘E. R. G. 


No Lower Prices in the Fox River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., April 30.—The fact was noted in this 
correspondence last week that business had dropped off 
quite considerably during the month. Whatever change is 
to be noted since last week is in the line of further dullness. 
New business is reported to be quite slack in standard 
lines. 
short time to make repairs, one mill visited»to-day having 
given orders to the superintendent to shut down for two 
weeks at the earliest possible opportunity. The mills have 
been running for nearly a year without any repairs, dnd 
repairs very generally are absolutely necessary. This is 
thought to be the logical time to make them. Manufae- 
turers still assert that the present condition of business is 
merely temporary for the reasons stated last week, and 
expect that by the middle of May at least the trend of 
affairs will be on the up grade again. 

In the matter of prices manufacturers contend that with 
the exception of certain equalizations that are only just 
and proper to be made, there can be no concessions. 
Some grades of paper, book especially, have, it is said, 
been out of proportion to others, but so far as any gen- 
eral lowering of prices is concerned, it will be impossible. 
“You can say,” said a prominent manufacturer to me to- 
day, “and what I say will be borne out by others, that the 


Some of the mills are expecting to shut down in a 


mills that were running full during January and Febru- 
ary of 1899, made more money under the low prices then 
than they did during the same months of this year. This 
may seem strange to you, but it is the literal fact.” 

“But is there not a chance for raw materials to decline?” 

“No, there is not. I am told that the material men are 
in the same fix. Their own raw materials have cost them 
so much that they can make no concessions in their fin- 
ished produet. For this reason, and also for the reason 
that everything that is used about a paper mill costs 25, 50 
or 75 per cent, more than it did a year ago. I cannot see 
how it is possible for paper to go lower with the excep- 
tion of some equalizations of which you have spoken. I 
think the temper of manufacturers hereabouts generally 
would be to shut down rather than take on business at 
lower prices.” Fox River. 


Heavy Demand in the Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 30—The general market has been 
strengthened slightly this week, though most of the mill 
men report no change in conditions. The demand still 
continues heavy, with prices firm. In all branches except 
the book market, activity is at its height and even in the 
latter the past few days have witnessed an improvement, 
but not sufficient to turn the heads of the anxious manu- 
facturers, who are still puzzled over the mysterious antics 
of the trade. Generally, a plausible reason is attributed 
to stagnant conditions, but often a season of unparalleied 
activity, with the prospect of the grandest spring season 
of the decade, the early year dullness in the book trade is 
strangely inconsistent. A hopeful view of the situation is 
taken, however, and those makers of book papers, who 
also run on other brands, report the receipt of larger 
orders on manilas, cheaper writings, parchment, envelopes, 


news, &c. a 
The writing market has been maintained without diffi- 


culty and apparently the demand will continue unabated 
until midsummer. Prices run from 6 to 8 cents, while 
loft dried rules at from 9 to 12 and ledgers and superior 
qualities bring as high as 20 cents. In some quarters 
more ground wood and less sulphite soda have been used, 
thus cheapening the grades and giving a corresponding 
reduction in prices. 

Owing to accidents, repairs and improvements several 
of the Miami Valley Mills have been closed recently, but 
nearly all are now in operation. M, V. 


THE FOREIGN PAPER MARKET. 


Coal Supply in England —Good Demand for Paper — No 
Long Contracts Being Made—New German 
Book on “ Paper Dyeing.” 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.} 

Lonpon, April 24.—Market conditions as a rule are un- 
changed. Manufacturers are busy, and the demand in all 
lines is fully up to the mark. The question of coal supply 
is still of prime importance. There does not appear to be 
any shortage of supply other than is caused by the fact that 
miners are now receiving five days’ pay for three days’ 
work, according to the new agreement with the masters, 
which of course is a sufficient cause for the market not 
being overloaded. 

The pollution of rivers has always been a subject of 
anxiety to our paper makers. The new act on this subject, 
or rather the proposed amendment to the present act, pro- 
poses to prevent the pollution of streams by giving to 
local authorities more power to punish Such offenses, and if 
this bill becomes a law it will mean more trouble for paper 
mill men. ° 

A treatise on “Paper Dyeing” has recently been pub- 
lished in the German language, and the work is likely to 
prove of great value to the paper trade, and one likely to 
be consulted by technical students. The German edition 
contains 145 dyed patterns, and the whole subject is most 
exhaustively treated. Julius Hiibner, F.C.S., the lecturer 
on paper manufacture at the Manchester Technical School, 
has obtained the right of translating the book into English, 
and doubtless arrangements will be made for early publica- 
tion. - 

Contrary to expectations, the increased purchases of puip 
by the United States were inconsiderable, according to our 
returns here. Whereas in 1897-8 the United States took 
$576,720 worth of Canadian pulp, it took last year but $578,- 
229 worth. , 

As a bit of reciprocity for the hospitality extended to 
members of the organization on their Scandinavian trip 
last summer, the British Paper Makers’ Association has 
invited a large number of Scandinavian mill owners to 
be present at the annual dinner of the association, which 
will be held on May 3. 

Just at present no one appears to want to contract for 
anything. The position of paper and paper supplies is such 
that every one is supplying himself in a hand to mouth 
way, and both buyers and sellers are apparently unwilling 
to evidence their faith in the.efuture by making engage- 
ments for any length of time. Briton.

HIGH WATERS SUBSIDING. 


Indications Are That the Worst Is Over— Mills and Factories 
Resuming Operations—It Is Hoped That There 
Will Be No More Trouble. 





Freshet reports this week are reassuring. The worst 
is probably over and the waters are subsiding. Mills have 
resumed operations as a general rule. 





Watertown Mills at Work Again. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Watertown, N. Y., April 30—The water in Black 
River has settled back again, so that all the mills are in full 
operation, though at reduced speed. The water is, how- 


ever, still 6 feet above the various dams. No further 


damage has been done to property in this vicinity. The 
lost dam of the Island Paper Company will seriously in- 
convenience the operations of the plant, but will not stop 
it. The Bagley & Sewall Company was able to start on 
Tuesday with only a shutdown of three days. The freshet 
has filled the reservoir to overficwing, and if the new dam 
on the Beaver was only a fact, we could count upon an 
average supply of water all during the summer months.

No High Water in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, May 1.—Miami Valley mill men have 
thus far escaped the disastrous floods that have caused 
widespread damage in other sections. Strangely, the 
rivers in this valley, and probably the Miami and Mad 
rivers, which are dotted with paper mills, were never lower 
in their history at this season of the year. The gauge shows 
low water conditions. The valley this year escaped a flood, 
and thousands of dollars were saved thereby. At present 
most of the hydraulics are being cleaned, while prepara- 
tions are under way for the dredging of the Miami and 
Erie Canal. M. V. 


The Wisconsin River Subsiding. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., April 30.—The flood on the Wisconsin 
is now subsiding and the mills are running again as usual. 
Altogether the mills were forced to close for from three to 
five days. At Portage the watersheds of the Wisconsin 
and the Fox rivers practically coincide, and are connected 
by a navigation canal, the water of the Wisconsin flowing 
into the Mississippi and ultimately to the Gulf of Mexico, 
while those of the Fox empty into Lake Michigan and 
thence to the Atlantic. A part of the levee at Portage 
between the two rivers was carried away during the high 
water, and it is expected that in a day or two the water 
of the Fox will be very appreciably raised by the overflow 
from the Wisconsin. Preparations have been made to 
receive it when it comes, and there will be no damage. 
The water on the Wisconsin was higher during the flood 
than at any time since 1881. Fox River. 


Low Water in the West. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Minneapouis, April 30.—The flow in the Mississippi is 
fully 25 per cent. less this spring than it usually is at this 
period. The cause of the shortage of water this spring is 
to be attributed first of all to the scarcity of snow in the 
North and to the fact that no ice came down, as usually is 
the case. In addition, the condition of the dams at Win- 
nebegashosh and Lere’s Lake has had an effect on the water 
power. These dams are in very bad condition, but the 
Government engineering force is now at work making re- 
pairs. 

Among loggers there is a good deal of trouble on account 

of low water. The drives that are below Brainerd are com- 
ing very slowly, and the conditions above that point are 
not much better. Conditions for driving in the various 
streams of the North vary witlf the localities. 
_ In Wisconsin the streams flowing East and South are 
either well or too well supplied with water. All of last 
and part of this week the Wisconsin River was a raging 
torrent that threatened to break booms and dams and carry 
the logs away. In one or two of the small tributary streams 
dams broke letting go the Water that was stored for driv- 
ing purposes and leaving millions of feet of logs high and 
dry. On the rivers of the north slope of Wisconsin, and, 
in fact, on all the streams flowing into Lake Superior, the 
situation is different. The Nemadji, Brule, Amnicon and 
Iron rivers are very low, and there is little or no snow 
in the woods to help matters. Fully 100,000,000 feet of 
logs are waiting a driving stage of water. 


Spruce Output Reduced. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Bancor, Me., April 30.—Last week the manufacturers 
of spriice in Maine, New Hampshire and New Brunswick 
owning mills accessible to navigation, agreed to ship no 
more spruce except on orders, and now the manufacturers 
shipping by rail have agreed to reduce the output one- 
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half. The step has been taken in view of a limited supply 
of logs. A statement covering the situation issued by the 
rail shippers says: 

“A careful canvass of the situation, taking into consider- 
ation the actual stock of logs available for the year’s busi- 
ness, developed such a short cut that it was the unanimous 
sentiment that the output of the mills sawing and to saw 
be reduced one-half, it being felt that otherwise the major- 
ity of the mills would be through sawing long before fail, 
and such action, therefore, would not only equalize the 
year’s distribution but reassure the trade. While the de- 
mand for logs for pulp for years has been a steadily grow- 
ing factor, it was a surprise even to those familiar with 
the situation to learn that more than 50 per cent. of this 
year’s logs cut on the Penobscot, Kennebec and Andro- 
scoggin rivers have been bought by the pulp people.”

anything. Our first thought must be to protect our con- 
tracts; we are compelled to keep a large stock ahead for 
our own customers. It would be simply folly for us to sell 
up to the danger mark. And the conditions that obtain in 
Canada obtain also to a great extent in the United States. 
Very little surplus stock is to be had. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that paper manufacturing has experienced a great 
bgom in the last half year, and, as I have said, the capacity 
of all the mills in Canada, the United States and Great 
Britain has been taxed to the utmost to meet an ever in- 
creasing demand.” 


Paper Mill Fires. 

The Scully Paper Mills, Atlanta, Ga., were destroyed 
by fire last week. The loss was partially covered by in- 
surance. 

The paper mill of the Lydall & Foulds Company, Man- 
chester, Conn., was burned April 26. The loss is $40,000, 
covered by insurance. The plant has just been refitted 
and repaired at an expense of about $15,000. 


Detroit Paper Firms Consolidate. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Detroit, Mich., May 1.—The wholesale paper houses 
of W. C. Jupp and F. S. Dreskell & Co. have consolidated 
and filed articles of incorporation as the Dreskell-Jupp 
Paper Company, capital, $60,000, of which $40,000 is paid 
in. A branch house will be located in Cleveland. 


The Casein Company of America, 

The incorporation of the Casein Company of America 
early in March with a capital of $6,000,000 aroused the in- 
terest of the trade, as it was surmised at the time that those 
interested were about to form a casein trust which would 
include all the leading factories in the country. That 
such was not the purpose of the Casein Company of 
America is now apparent, as the organizers of the com- 
pany this week made clear to a representative of Tue 
Paper TravE JourNnAL. Speaking on the subject, W. A. 
Hall, the president of the company, said: “The Casein 
Company of America was organized for the purpose of 
acquiring the patents and business of W. A. Hall of New 
York and Bellows Falls, Vt. This the company has now 
done, The object of the seemingly large capitalization is 
for the purpose of increasing and extending the business 
heretofore transacted in my name. The company does 
not intend to take in or absorb any of the other concerns 
now making casein or casein products. The charter of 
the Casein Company of America gives it the privilege of 
owning and operating its own creameries. It was with 
this idea in mind that the company was formed on so large 
a scale. The necessity of such ownership is apparent 
since the product of creameries is the basis of our enter- 
prise. It is also the intention of the company to utilize 
a portion of its capital in the manufacture of casein products, 
such as a substitute for hard rubber, celluloid and the like. 
At present the factories of W. A. Hall in this city and Bel- 
lows Falls turn out 25 tons per day of casein and 
casein products. Of this amount about 15 tons per 
day go into the paper making industry. The new com- 
pany will set to work carrying out the purpose of its in- 
corporation just as soon as its permanent officers are 
elected, which will be within a few days.” 

It is understood in the trade that the men back of 
the Casein Company of America are very strong finan- 
cially and that nearly all the stock of the company has 
already been subscribed for. It is also understood that 
the men interested will prosecute vigorously the patent 
suits now pending in relation to alleged infringements 
of the Hall patents. One element of strength of the Casein 
Company of America is said to be that with its resources 
it can afford to put its products on the market at a very 
low cost. Its ownership of its base of supplies, the 
creameries, is given out as the chief reason for this ad- 
vantage. The general business office of the company is 
in the American Surety Building, No. 100 Broadway.

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RECENT FORESTRY NEWS. 


Municipal Forest Planting—The Work of the Government 
Bureau of Forestry —Special Investigations— 
Forest Working Plans, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 30.—Brunswick, Me., a 
place of about 7,000 inhabitants, is probably the first mu- 
nicipality in the United Siates to undertake forest plant- 
ing on a large scale, or what is practically the Old World 
institution of a town forest. The town owns a tract of 
about 1,000 acres of what was once pine land, but long 
since given over to fire and huckleberries. At a recent 
meeting of the Council $100 was appropriated to improve 
this land by planting it with white pine. Seed will be pur- 
chased and a nursery established to raise the young trees. 
At the right age they will be transplanted in rows and set 
out in the positions they will final.y occupy, and will then 
require little mure care except protection from fire. The 
land at present is absolutely unproductive. The planting 
will be under the direct supervision of Austin Cary, but 
the Division of Forestry will assist in organizing and car- 
rying out the work. ; 

The watershed of Rock River, in Northern Llinois, wiil 
soon be the subject of an investigation by the Division of 
Forestry in order to determine the cause of the diminution 
of the stream, This is supposed to be due to the denudation 
of the forests along its headwaters and to excessive artificial 
drainage for commercial and agricultural purposes. The 
decrease in volume of water has become alarming, and, in 
response to the agitation of citizens in that localiiy, their 
representative in Congress, Hon. R. R. Hitt, has applied to 
the Secretary of Agriculture for an investigation. G. Fred 
Schwarz, field assistant in the Division of Forestry, will 
proceed to Rock River in a short time to study the condi- 
tions and report in favor of such action as he finds ad- 
visable. 

Tree pianting for an unusual purpose has been recom- 
mended to residents of the Western irrigation districts by 
W. L. Hall, assistant superintendent of tree planting ot 
the Division of Forestry, who has recently been in New 
Mexico on an investigation. Agriculture in that region 
depends largely on irrigation, and the streams and reser- 
voirs ate miuch depleted by évaporation due to the heat and 
dry winds, Mr. Hall recommends that belts of trees be 
planted along every ditch and reservoir, not only to shade 
them, but to shelter them from wind. The problem of pre- 
venting evaporation is very important, not only on account 
of the loss of water, but because the percentage of alkali in 
the quantity remaining becomes excessive. 

The Lewis & Clark Forest Reserve, in Montana, has 
been selected as the second to be examined by the Divi- 
sion of Forestry with the view of preparing forest working 
plans. O. W. Price, an official of the division, will or- 
ganize the work about June 1 and will be joined later by 
a number of assistants. The stand and rate of growth of 
the timber will be determined, and a system of lumbering 
will be devised which will meet the demand for lumber 
without impairing the value of the forest. This reserve 
contains 2,926,000 acres. Lodgepole pine, larch, red fir 
and white pine are the principal trees. Much damage is 
done by fires, and their prevention will form an important 
part of the system to be applied. Similar work is now in 
progress in the Black Hills Reserve, in South Dakota. 
Other reserves will be taken up about July 1. 

The University of the South, at Sewanee, Tennessee, 
has placed its 8,000 acre tract of hardwood timber near that 
town under the management ‘of the Division of Forestry. 
An official of the division will mark all trees to be cut and 
will draw up the logging contracts to provide for the 
preservation of young growth. It is intended to make the 
forest yield a permanent annual revenue to go toward the 
support of the college. Another interesting tract to come 
under Government supervision is one of about 47,000 
acres, owned by the Adirondack League Club. It is in the 
Adirondack Mountains, of New York, near Lower Saranac, 
and is kept primarily as a game preserve The working 
plan will provide for the removal of all timber which can 
be spared without injuring the forest.

RECENT FORESTRY NEWS. 


Municipal Forest Planting—The Work of the Government 
Bureau of Forestry—Special Investigations— 
Forest Working Plans. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., ;April 30.—Brunswick, Me., a 
place of about 7,000 inhabitants, is probably the first mu- 
nicipality in the United States to undertake forest plant- 
ing on a large scale, or what is practically the Old World 
institution of a town forest. The town owns a tract of 
about 1,000 acres of what was once pine land, but long 
since given over to fire and huckleberries. At a recent 
meeting of the Council $100 was appropriated to improve 
this land by planting it with white pine. Seed will be pur- 
chased and a nursery established to raise the young trees. 
At the right age they will be transplanted in rows and set 
out in the positions they will finaly occupy, and will then 
require little more care except protection from fire.

The dry timber provides easy fuel for the flames, which 
the high wind has spread over a wide area. Ames, the 
town entirely destroyed, had a population of 200. Along 
the right of way of the St. Paul railway, north of Ellis 
Junction, the fires are still raging. The property and 
timber destroyed already will probably mean a loss of 
more than $100,000. A dispatch from East Tawas, Mich., 
says that forest fires are running through timber lands 
and cedar swamps in that locality. ~There are also fires 
near Wausaukee, Wis. & 


Paper Stock Men Have Grievances. 


A number of the large paper stock houses in this city 
have a grievance against the American Writing Paper 
Company, so it is reported in the trade. Their cause of 
complaint is said to be due to the alleged “arbitrary and 
high handed” manner in which that company deals with the 
stock men. As the American Writing Paper Company is 
the largest consumer of foreign rags in the country its trade 
has been eagerly sought by the large importers. During 
the boom of last fall the company is said to have ordered 
heavily of many of the paper stock houses. This was done 
in the expectation that the heavy demand for paper would 
last for some time. But as the boom in the paper industry has 
been steadily declining the large stocks which the company 
had accumulated were not used up, so it is reported. These 
stocks have recently been overhauled at the mills. As a 
result of the inspection, it is said that one large stock house 
has been compelled to take back and put in storage about 
$20,000 worth of imported rags. Other importing firms have 
also been requested to “come up to Holyoke and take away 
shipments.” One firm in particular, which had been paid 
for a large shipment of paper stock, has been requested to 
return the check and take away the stock sold. This whole- 
sale rejection of stock by the writing combination is based 
entirely on the grotind that the stocks delivered “were not 
up to sample.” 

The local paper stock houses are naturally very much 
incensed against the American Writing Paper Company 
for its action in relation to their shipments. These gen- 
tlemen have been comparing notes this week and have 
about decided that something must be done to head off a 
continuance of these acts on the part of the American 
Writing Paper Company. The plan most in favor by 
them to show how they feel on the subject is a joint pro- 
test, to be signed by all the leading paper stock houses, 
which protest is to be sent to the American Writing 
Paper Company. At present the houses not directly in- 
terested are being canvassed on the matter of joining in 
the protest.

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PAPER MAKING CHEMISTRY. 


Iodine in Testing Paper and Pulp—The Various Ways in 
Which It Is Used—Suggestions of Value 
to Paper Mill Men. 


There is probably no substance more frequently used in 
the daily work of a paper mill laboratory, or even in some 
of the stages of manufacture, than this element known to 
chemists as iodine, says a writer in the Paper Maker's 
Monthly Journal. 

One of the principal advantages attending its use is the 
fact that in nearly every application of the reagent for 
ordinary purposes the test can be applied by anyone with- 
out requiring any knowledge of chemistry whatever, al- 
though, as in many similar cases, it is always possible to 
derive a greater amount of information from the effects 
produced by the substance when its chemical nature and 
reactions are understood. 

Starch in Paper.—For the detection of starch in the 
finished paper iodine is largely employed to the ‘exclusion 
of all other test substances on account of the easy method 
of application and the indications afforded by the appear- 
ances and effects obtained. The iodine is made up into a 
convenient form of test reagent by dissolving a small 
quantity in pure distilled water to which some pure potas- 
sium iodide has been previously added. The latter salt is 
necessary because the iodine itself is practically insoluble 
in plain water, but a small amount of the iodide renders it 
soluble, It is also a matter of considerable importance 
that the solution should be very dilute, as one that is too 
strong produces changes which are apt to be misleading, 
the nature of which will be seen later on. A test solu- 
tion of this kind ought to be made up to a definite 
strength, so that the effects can, to some extent, be com- 
pared, and thus act as a rough measure of the proportion 
of substance tested for, which may be present in the paper. 
AI per cent. solution would answer the purpose, enough 
iodide being added to dissolve the iodine. 





This reagent is applied in a simple manner, as those ac- 
cusiomed to it are well aware, it only being necessary to 
make a streak on the sheet of paper with a brush dipped in 
the liquid, ofr with the stopper of the bottle. A blue color- 
ation is at once obtained if any starch is in the paper, the 
depth of color being dependent on the amount of starch. 
It is not advisable to place too much reliance on the depth 
of color beyond the fact that striking differences in tone 
may indicate varying percentages of starch, as it is scarcely 
possible to arrange a scale of colors. This test is, of 
course, almost,entirely limited to white papers, or, at least 
to those which are only very slightly tinted, as any rene. 
tions are naturally masked in the case of colored papers by 
the tone of the papers themselves. 

It may be noted here that if a strong solution of iodine 
is used the coloration obtained may be brownish, whether 
starch is present or absent. A paper containing rags al- 
most invariably shows this effect, so that it is evident the 
strength of the solution is of great importance if the test 
is to have any value as a means of proving the existence of 
starch, and seeing that rag papers are frequently improved 
by the addition of starch, mistakes might easily occur, 

The determination of the percentage of starch present 
in a paper is an exceedingly difficult task, which demands 
a thorough knowledge cf chemical analysis and manipula- 
tive skill, and one therefore which need hardly be described 
at this point. 

Bleaching Operations.—One of the most familiar uses of 
an iodine compound is the testing of pulp during the oper- 
ation of bleaching, in which it is important to avoid the 
presence of any free chlorine in the bleached pulp, and 
also to avoid an unnecessary waste of chemicals. 

The control of the various processes by means of a test 
reagent intelligently applied is a question of daily routine 
in the paper mill, and the ease and accuracy possible in 
such cases is essentially useful. The nature of the test for 
free chlorine is almost too well known to need any com- 
plete description. 

To a handful of the pulp already partly wasted, as in the 
ordinary way, a few drops of a specially prepared solution 


is added. _ If any free chlorine is present the pulp is at once 
colored blue, faint or intense according to the amount of 
free chlorine in the pulp. The solution used is ‘simply 
starch liquor containing a small proportion of potassium 
iodine, directions for the manufacture of which can be 
found in any text book. Starch and potassium iodide tes: 
Papers, so-called, can be purchased ready made at any lab- 
oratory furnishers, and these are worth mention, seeing 
that they do not suffer deterioration by being kept in 
stock. The liquid reagent is liable to get less sensitive ir 
course of time, and does not then act so well. 

It should be noted that the blue coloration obtained in 
this way is not permanent, so that the test paper once col- 
ored cannot be put away for comparison with other exam- 
ples. It is also of interest to observe that if the amount 
of free chlorine is large, the coloration does not appear 
at all, as the bleach then acts so as to prevent it appearing. 
When the bleach is present in quantity sufficient to pro- 
duce this effect, however, there is hardly any danger of the 
free chlorine being overlooked, as it will render itself evi- 
dent by the smell. The test can hardly be said, therefore, 
to fail under these circumstances, because it is not neces- 
Sary to use the starch reagent at all. 

Analysis of Bleaching Powder.—This reaction of the 
iodide solution is also used in the laboratory for the de- 
termination of the available chlorine in bleaching powder 
the test being most readily and accurately made by means 
of test papers known as starch iodide papers, from the na- 
ture of their composition, these being simply strips of filter 
paper dipped in the starch liquor and then allowed to dry 
These do not lose their sensitiveness by being kept. : 

In this application of the iodide compound the bleaching 
powder is brought into a suitably diluted form of definite 
strength and titrated with a standard solution of sodium 
arsenite, which is allowed to drop into the flask contain- 
ing the bleach until on testing the mixture of bleach and 
arsenite no blue coloration is observed on the test paper. 
The actual details of the technical process necessary for the 
analysis need not be given here. ;

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THE STRAW PAPER TRADE. 


Straw High and Scarce—Mills Compelled to Suspend Oper- 
ations for Lack of Raw Material—Prospect of an 
Advance in Price. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 30.—A condition and not a theory 
certainly confronts the straw paper trade. The Middle 
West is practically “in the hole’ in common with other 
sections, though the Central States produce the greatest 
amount of straw paper, the manufacturing trade centering 
there. President E. B. Weston, of the Straw Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association of the United States, stated this week 
that since straw has reached apparently its highest mark, 
prices must increase accordingly. As yet they remain the 
same, and it is possible that no marked advances will be 
announced within the next few weeks, for the reason that 
the trade is paralyzed. ‘We are at the mercy of a relent- 
less fate,” explained Mr. Weston; “here we are in the vor- 
tex of a heavy demand, and nearly all the mills in Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and lowa have been compelled to suspend 
on account of the lack of straw. Manufacturers are scour- 
ing the country and are paying $27 a ton. There’s no 
money in the business now, and it will be conducted on a 
small basis until after harvest time. Prospects for a large 
yield of wheat are slim, as only half a crop is expected in 
this section of the country—and there you are again! One 
calamity follows closely on the heels of another. Coshoc- 
ton, Ohio; Xenia, Ohio; Knightstown, Ind., and other mills 
are down. Fort Madison, Ia., is running half time, and over 
at Greenfield, Ind., the Weston mill is turning out carpet 
papers instead of straw. I notice that Indiana manufac- 
turers are holding conferences to devise heroic measures of 
securing an abundance of material. They may as well save 
their labor, for there is no help on earth for the situation 
just now. The Association has not decided as yet to order 
an advance in prices.” The present conditions are by far 


the most severe that the manufacturers have had to work 
under and there is, of course, much complaining. M. V.

convention. 

A. V. Dee, representing the Schlichter Jute Cordage 
Company, of Philadelphia, was present as a member of the 
association and read a paper, presenting also a resolution, 
which was adopted and referred to the transportation com- 
mittee, to the effect that the minimum car load rate be 
reduced from 30,000 to 24,000 pounds.

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BURK & McFETRIDGE FAILURE. 


The Company Makes an Assignment—The Advisory Com- 
mittee Makes a Report, and Recommends Sale of 
Business—Hopes to Realize 40 Per Cent. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—The Burk & McFetridge 
Company, whose financial embarrassment was announced in 
these columns recently, has made an assignment to Charles 
H. James and Max Weinmann, of the advisory committee 
of creditors, and John R. McFetridge, president of the 
company. At the same time the advisory committee, of 
which John Dickey, Jr., is chairman, has issued a state- 
ment. The committee hopes to be able to secure 40 per 
cent. for the creditors, despite the statement of the Burk 
& McFetridge Company, submitted at the meeting of 
creditors over a month ago, that it was perfectly solvent 
with liabilities of only $283,841.40 and assets of $416,2209.- 
30. The indebtedness is heavy with both the local trade 
and Eastern manufacturers. 

How the assets shrunk is revealed by: the committee’s 
report. Mr. McFetridge estimated his machinery, presses, 
&c., to be worth $201,410.50; the committee says “that 
this sum is far in excess of the present market value of 
the machinery, presses, &c., for the reason that the com- 
pany has not, from year to year, deducted a certain per- 
centage for depreciation in value; but on the other hand, 
has added to the machinery account sums of money which 
were expended for repairs, and which more properly be- 
long to the expense account.” Mr. McFetridge said to- 
day that ‘a mere matter of bookkeeping” explained the 
discrepancy. The company’s report estimates its stock 
at $28,515.30; one of the appraisers who examined it in- 
formed me to-day that his appraisement of the stock at 
market quotations was a little over $9,000. Mr. McFet- 
ridge stated that this figure only covered the paper in 
bundles, in process of manufacture, &c.; ink, &c., and that 
the difference was thus fully accounted for. 

The next large item of asset, according to the com- 
pany’s statement, is real estate at Twenty-fifth street and 
Moreland avenue, $2,000, and at 234-236 Chestnut street. 
20,000. The committee says that they have stricken this 
out “for the reason that this real estate is the personal 
property of John R. McFetridge, and as such must be ap- 
plied to liquidate his individual liability as indorser on 
many notes.” 

The company claimed $61,703.50-book accounts, but the 
committee says there are many large items that are worth- 
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less. The company placed as an asset the Grocery World, 
which is alleged to have made $4,000 last year, and for 
which an offer of $25,000 is asserted to have been made 
and refused. It is believed that the Grocery World will 
not bring more than $10,000 when it is put on sale. 
Fhe last item of assets, according to the company state- 
ment, is $77,000 worth of insurance policies “held by us 
on the lives of eleven persons who owe us.” The commit- 
tee values the bunch at $100, because the policies have no 
present surrender value. The company included in its 
assets stock valued at $600, making the total of $416,229.30. 
Its liabilities were reported to be: Capital stock, $150,- 
000, of which Mr. McFetridge holds $148,000; bills pay- 
able, banks, $78,250; bills payable, merchandise, $6,684.25, 
and book accounts, $48,907.15, a total of $283,841.40. The 
committee, it is unofficially stated, estimates that it will 
be able to realize $53,000 to pay the liabilities of $133,000, 
exclusive of the stock held by Mr. McFetridge. 

The committee sets forth that the assignment was made 
after consultation with about go per cent. of the creditors. 
It then says that the business for the last year was run at 
so small a profit, ‘‘after eliminating from all considera- 
tion heavy losses that had been incurred in legitimate out- 
side speculations in enterprises similar to the business of 
the Burk & McFetridge Company,” that the committee 
believed that the business could not be profitably continued 
by it to the extent of paying a substantial yearly dividend. 
The committee’s report concludes: ‘The only assets 
which the creditors may look to for recouping their losses 
are the machinery, presses, type, stock on hand, and the 
good will in the Grocery World, and the book accounts 
receivable.” The committee recommends that the as- 
signees be authorized to continue the business for sixty 
days, and that it be advertised for sale. 

Mr. McFetridge said this afternoon: ‘Don’t give any 
one the impression that the affairs of the company are to be 
entirely wound up. It is my purpose to continue in busi- 
ness, and there is no doubt that I will continue after this 
settlement has been made. Acceptances are coming in ata 
very satisfactory rate, and there is no probability that the 
recommendations made by the committee will not be ac- 


cepted.” E. R. G.

Paper and Pulp Imports and Exports. 

In the nine months ended March 31, 1900, we imported 
paper to the value of $2,781,395, and exported paper to the 
value of $4,385,461, a statement which shows a very re- 
spectable balance on the right side. It is not so large as 
it should be, however, for while we enlarged our export 
business, we also increased the quantity of paper which 
we imported, as these figures will show:

The details of the import account show a falling off 
in our trade with the United Kingdom, where the figures 
fell from $601,731 for the nine months ended March 31, 
1899, to $430,432 for the nine months ended March 31, 
1900; while Japan, Belgium and France all increased their 
business with us. The account of the first named rose 
from $145,356 in the nine months ended March 31, 1899, 
to $154,717 in the nine months ended March 31, 1900; Bel- 
gium’s from $34,032 to $87,376 in the same periods, and 
that of France from $204,540 to $240,487. 

In the export department a comparison of the business 
for the periods already referred to shows an increase in 
the writing branch from $115,680 to $326,741; in the print- 
ing paper branch an increase from $1,728,604 to $1,785,261, 
and in the miscellaneous branch an increase from $2,053,- 
413 to $2,174,883. 

In the wood pulp portion of the industry even more de- 
cided changes are to be noted. For instance, in the nine 
months ended March 31, 1890, we exported 43,965,163 
pounds of pulp, valued at $521,852, while in the nine 
months ended March 31, 1900, we exported only 17,031,401 
pounds, valued at $203,443. Our imports of pulp during 
the nine months ended March 31, 1899, were 26,595 tons, 
valued at $508,299, while in the nine months ended March 
31, 1900, the figures showed imports of 66,819 tons, valued 
at $1,894,616. From this it appears that during the last 
nine months we have been very heavy consumers of pulp. 


Utilizing Our Water Powers. 

It has often been asserted that about all the available 
water powers of this country are now in use, or are held 
so that they can be quickly used when needed. That state- 
ment, however, is not borne cut by the facts, and to fully 
appreciate how wide of the mark it is, one has only to 
study the writings of experts and the Geological Survey 
reports, 

A recent writer said: “We have not, as yet, begun to 
use more than a very small part of this splendid gift of 
nature. It is well known that Maine, for example, far 
surpasses any other New England State in the extent of 
its water power, but an authoritative writer has recently 


said that little Rhode Island utilizes five times as much of 
this force as has been harnessed to drive the wood pulp, 
textile and other mills and factories of Maine. The four- 
teenth annual report of the Geological Survey said it had 
been shown by the stream measurements up to that time 
that the running streams of the arid regions, when all utili- 
zed for irrigation, would have a value of ‘not less than 
$600,co0,000. As a rule, only a small percentage of the 
power available in streams is utilized. One of our small 
rivers, however, illustrates what may be done by trying to 
get out of a stream all the power it will afford. No stream 
in this country, nor perhaps in any other land, of similar 
size, has been used for power purposes to half the extent 
of the little Blackstone River in Rhode Island, which is 
artifically controlled and fully utilized from near its source 
to its mouth by water power plants that develop 22,829 


horse power.” 

To a large extent it is a case of too much water at one 
period of the year and too little at another, and a vital 
question with all who depend upon water power is that of 
storage of surplus for use in the low water season. The 
importance of this question was forced upon the paper and 
pulp trade in a very marked way last season, and if present 
indications are not misleading, there is likely to be a repe- 
tition of the lesson this summer. The storage of water in 
the months when the supply is above the average is en- 
tirely practicable, according to authorities, and the more 
generally it is adopted the more benefit the paper and pulp 
manufacturer will derive from his water wheels and the 
less he will be obliged to call on his steam plant. With 
coal ruling at the high prices which have obtained of late, 
this is of great importance. In some sections storage 
reservoirs have been erected, but their number should be 
multiplied many times in order to save the energy which 


now runs to waste. 


The great increase which has been made in the prices 
of hemp and jute, and especially the former, are only ap- 
preciated by those who have been actual buyers or sellers 
in the market. According to the Treasury statistics the 
importation of manila hemp during the nine months 
ended March 31, 1900, amounted to 29,107 tons, valued at 
$4,266,580, while in the corresponding months ending with 
March 31, 1898, 39,599 tons were valued at but $2,449,468, 
the average price per ton in the nine months just ended 
being $146.50, against $61.85 in the corresponding months 
of 1898. Jute, which averaged $23.65 per ton in the nine 
months ending with March, 1898, averaged $36.80 in 1900. 


Short-sighted advertisers in many lines of manufacture 
and business are withdrawing or cutting down their adver- 
tising. They say that trade is so good and orders so 
numerous that they do not need to advertise, and that 
consequently advertising is a waste of money. But these 
boom times cannot last indefinitely, and when the reac- 
tion comes what then? Those who have kept themselves 
in the public view will be the ones the public will remem- 
ber. The real harvest, time of intelligent and persistent 
advertisers is when competition is keen. 


The fire that visited Ottawa and Hull a few days ago 
and swept out of existence the paper mill and other prop- 
erty of the E. B. Eddy Company will probably cause some 
disturbance in the news market. With the consumption 
now up to the demand, and perhaps a little in excess of 
it, the taking out of the market of even forty tons a day 
is an item. 


The discussion of the questions of pulp wood conces- 
sions to various companies has developed bad blood in 
the Ontario Parliament, and at the closing session last 
Friday night it was freely charged that the Government 
was giving away valuable rights and that members had 
been purchased to vote for the measures. “Pulp wood 
concessions” are evidently burning topics in Canada. 


The spring floods which came to hand last week appear 
to have spent their energy, and if there is no recurrence 
of the freshets, the damage done this year will be com- 
paratively light. There will, of course, be no weeping 
over this fact, and the satisfaction felt will be increased if 
at a later period the water, which has not yet appeared, 
comes along in due time and proper quantity. 


In order to allow Canadian newspaper publishers, whose 
supply of paper was cut off by the burning of the E. B. 
Eddy Works at Hull, to purchase supplies in the United 
States, the Government in Council has agreed to tem- 
porarily suspend the tariff, a fact which will probably be 
utilized in more than one way at a later date.

OBITUARY. 


Sotomon A. Parks. 

Solomon Augustus Parks, of Glens Falls, N. Y., died 
last Thursday at a sanitarium in Dansville. Heart failure, 
following an attack of grip, was the cause of his death. 
Mr. Parks was seventy-three years of age. 

Mr. Parks was born in Moreau, Saratoga County, Feb- 
ruary 22, 1827, and was the eldest son of Barzilla and Susan 
M. Burgett Parks. When he was six years old he went 
with his parents from Moreau to Sandy Hill, where he 
lived for twenty years, attending a common school in his 
childhood, and later being engaged during the summers 


in rafting logs on the river and sawing lumber, attending: 


school in the winter. In 1846 he entered the employ of 
Howland, Harvey & Co., paper makers, of Bakers Falls. 
At the end of several years his mastery of the business was 
recognized by an appointment as superintendent and man- 
ager of the Rock City paper mills, where he remained for

some years. Later he became an employee of the the Man- 
ning, Peckham & Howland mills in Troy. In 1852 he re- 
turned to Sandy Hill and entered the mills of Wait & Allen, 
and in 1860 made his first independent venture, purchasing 
a third interest in the paper mill at West Milton, N. Y. 

In 1872 he went to Glens Falls and purchased a fourth 
interest in the Glens Falls Paper Company, which, or- 
ganized several years before, had never paid a dividend 
and was encumbered with a heavy debt. Mr. Parks’ ability 
was recognized by an appointment as trustee and sole man- 
ager of the mill. In two years order was established in its 
affairs, the debts were paid and the first dividend declared. 
In the prosperous years which followed Mr. Parks contin- 
ued to act as superintendent of the mills and was a di- 
rector of the company. About ten years ago he retired 
from active business. The business of which he was the 
guiding power he lived to see grow into one of the largest 
paper plants in the world. 

In the spring of 1899 he presented his handsome resi- 
dence on Park street to the Glens Falls Hospital corpora- 
tion for a hospital building. This was the last public act 
in a life of unostentatious benevolences, and provided a 
memorial of a lasting character. 

His widow, six children, Frederick H. Parks, of New 
York; Mrs. Ella K. Wilson, George H. Parks, Lee A. 
Parks, Mrs. E. W. West, of Glens Falls, and Mrs. F. S. 
Stanley, of Perry, Ore.; Daniel E. Parks, of Denver, Col., 
and a sister, Mrs. Lydia A. P. Whitcomb, of Clinton, Ind., 
survive him. A daughter, Mrs. John J. Hitchcock, of 
Glens Falls, died several years ago. 

Mr. Parks was twice married. His first wife was Har- 
riet A. Hewett, of Saratoga County, whom he married in 
1852. She died in 1881, leaving seven children. In 1885 he 
married Mrs. Snedeker, who survives him. 

The remains were taken to Glens Falls, where. the fu- 
neral was held on Tuesday of this week. 


NoTes oF Export TRADE. 


The exports of paper from this port for the week in- 
cluded 3,330 packages, 185 cases, 1 box, 120 bundles and 
24 bales, aggregating in value $30,493. Last week similar 
exports aggregated $25,847. 

The Edward P. Allis Company on May 1 re- 
moved its New York offices to more extensive quarters 
at 95 and 97 Liberty street. The foreign business in the 
various types of engines which the company manufactures 
continues highly satisfactory. 


T. C. Todd, of 203 Broadway, New York, has a foreign 
inquiry for a plant for the extraction of 50 tons of hemp 
per day.

In order to make greater efforts to develop foreign trade 
Austria is, according to an official statement, to send ex- 
perts in economics abroad. They are to also study the 
conditions of transportation and manufacturing. These of- 
ficial investigators are to be stationed at Berlin, Munich, 
Brussels, Bucharest, Odessa and New York. This infor- 
mation was sent to the State Department by Vice-Consul 
Hanauer of Frankfort.

Box Boards Will Advance.

BurraLo, May 2.—The Box Board Manufacturers’

Straw board will go up $2.50 a ton after this meeting. 
There are certain lines of folding box boards which will 
go up, too. The advance on these lines will be about $2 
a ton.

Developing Shawenegan Falls. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

SHAWENEGAN, Quebec, April 30.—While no arrange- 
ments have been completed, it is the expectation that there 
will be some paper and pulp mills built in this vicinity. At 
Shawenegan Falls, the Shawenegan Water and Power 
Company is developing some 50,000 horse power, and can 
increase this to 200,000 horse power when needed. 

At the Gray’s, six miles lower down on the St. Maurice 
River, there is another immense power that has been pur- 
chased by a company, some men in which are already 
noted in the paper and pulp trade. 

At the Grand Piles, on the same river, a few miles above 
the Grand Mere Mills of the Laurentide Pulp Company, 
a large power has been bought up, and it is generally ex- 
pected that paper and pulp mills will be erected there. 

I might say that at Shawenegan Falls the Shawenega:: 
Water and Power Company owns not only the power, but 
also a very large tract of spruce limits. It will not build 
mills; it will rent power and hold its timber limits for the 
company which will hire its power and build a mill. The 
company has already had several applications, but it will! 
deal only with people who are prepared to construct a large 
plant. The Pittsburg Reduction Company has just begun 
the construction of works, another company will establish 
a calcium carbide plant, and yet another a cotton mill.

The Eastern Manufacturing Company, South Brewer, 
Me., is preparing to install a new steam engine. 

The paper mills of S. A. Bicking, East Downingtown, Pa., 
which were recently damaged by fire, have been repaired 
and are again in operation. 

John Sibbitt, employed at the mill of the Falls Manu- 
facturing Company, at Oconto Falls, Wis., badly scalded 
his leg from the knee to the ankle last week. 

One of the paper machines at the mill of the Outagamie 
Paper Company at Kaukauna, Wis., was shut down for a 
week lately on account of the stripping of a core wheel. 

The Consolidated Paper and Bag Company is making 
large additions to its plant at Elkhart, Ind. The new 
building will be of brick, two stories high and 100 feet 
long by 30 feet wide. 

The Coshocton (Ohio) Mill of the Columbia Straw 
Paper Company, one of the thirty-nine controlled by that 
company, is being dismantled and the plant will be aband- 
oned. The mill was in operation for forty years. 

The C. W. Howard Company, of Menasha, Wis., has 
lately completed an addition to its sulphur house for the 
storage of sulphur. Mr. Howard says that a sulphite 
manufacturer should at all times have not less than 100 
tons of sulphur on hand. 

The work of excavating for the foundations of the mill 
of the Oxford Paper Company, at Rumford Falls, Me., 
has been actively begun. Machinery has begun to arrive, 
and large crews are engaged on the sites of both the paper 
mill and the soda fibre plant. 

Word is brought from Parsons, W. Va., that the Par- 
‘sons pulp and paper plant will soon be under course of 
construction. An expenditure of $140,000 is contemplated. 
Possibly 125 or 150 persons will be given employment. 
The company purchased the site, known in history as the 
scene of a famous battle at Carrick’s Ford, for $4,500. 

The W. D. Boyce Paper Mills Company, concerning 
which THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL told last week, will 
be incorporated this week with a capital stock of $250,000. 
It will take over the Illinois River mill of the American 
Straw Board Company, of Chicago, and the mill of the 
Marseilles (Ill.) Wrapping Paper Company. It will also 
build a ground wood mill of 20 tons capacity. It will 
make news for W. D. Boyce & Co., of Chicago, and boards 
for the National Biscuit Company’s Uneeda boxes. The 


company will spend from $75,000 to $80,000 in new equip- 
ment. 

Morris Sample, electrical engineer, visited the mill of 
the Union Bag and Paper Company, at Kaukauna, Wis., 
last week, on business connected with the installation of 
the new electric motor system. Work is about to be 
commenced upon the building of the new bag warehouse. 
The Messrs. Barrett, of Chicago, and Murchie, of Batavia, 
were also in Kaukauna last week, locating the position of 
the new machinery. 

The Taggarts Brothers Company, of Watertown, N. Y., 
has purchased a new 66-inch cylinder machine from the 
Smith & Winchester Company, in order to increase its all 
rope product. This machine will be installed about Sep- 
tember I. 

One of the employees of the Combined Locks (Wis.) 
Paper Company lost his month’s wages, amounting to $87, 
in a peculiar way last week. He was changing some of 
his clothes, and put his coat containing the money on the 
sill of a window overlooking the rivet. It was accident- 
ally dislodged, and fell into the stream, where it sank be- 
fore it could be rescued. 

The Everett Pulp and Paper Company, through its 
agent, C. A. Hudson, is contracting with the ranchmen 
near Arlington, Wash., for all their surplus cottonwood 
and spruce timber. The company pays $2 a cord for cot- 
tonwood and $3 for spruce. The Seattle and International 
Railway will build a spur at Arlington to accommodate the 
shippers of this wood. The paper company wants 7,000 
cords, 

The mills along the Battenkill have begun to derive 
benefit from the elcetric road from Greenwich to Schuyler- 
ville, N. Y., in the transfer of freight. The Bossom Manu- 
facturing Company, the Bennington Falls Pulp Company 
and the Washington Pulp and Paper Company, of Middle 
Falls, have discontinued the use of teams in hauling freight 
between their mills and the station of the Greenwich and 
Johnsonville Railroad Company. The freight is now trans- 
ferred by the use of the new electric locomotive which is 
attached to the freight cars. The goods are thus delivered 
at the mills in the original cars in which they are received. 

The Lawrenceville Pulp Company, which was organized 
last week in New Jersey for the manufacture of pulp, capi- 
talized at $600,000, is the new venture of John Kennedy, 
recently superintendent of the Muncie (Ind.) Pulp Com- 
pany, and John Murphy, who was formerly connected with 
the same company in a clerical capacity. The new com- 
pany is being organized by the Manhattan Finance Com- 


pany, of the Temple Court Building, this city. As all the 
details of the company are not yet perfected, Messrs. Ken- 
nedy and Murphy are unwilling to say anything about 
their plans at present. However, it is stated that the plant 
is to be located at Lawrenceville, Ill. (not Ind.), and that 
work on the new mill will probably begin in June, and that 
its product will not be on the market before next January. 
It is said that the Lawrenceville Pulp Company is to make 
soda pulp. 

The St. Regis Paper Company has let the contract for 
the completion of the power canal and tail race for the big 
paper plant near Great Bend to the Engineering Contract 
Company, of New York. The contract for all the brick 
work for the plant has been awarded to Haley, Ward & 
Co., and the contractor for the heavy stone work is Celes- 
tine Burns, both of Watertown, N. Y. The contractors 
are to push the work with all possible speed consistent with 
thoroughness. The new canal contractors have a high 
reputation in the engineering world, and the Watertown 
contractors are well known as able to carry out their 
agreements. At the recent annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the St. Regis Paper Company, the following 
named were elected directors: George W. Knowlton, W. 
W. Taggart, D. M. Anderson, G. C. Sherman, George E. 
Dodge, J. Henry Dick, K. B. Fullerton and Alvah Miller.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


Natural and Producer Gas in Paper Mills—Repairing a 
Break in a Steam Engine—Putting an Angle in 
a Large Water Pipe. 








[Special Correspondence of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
PittsspurG, Pa., April 30—Nobedy will attempt 
make fine paper in the soft coal region, unless they want 
a sort of marbled or variegated effect. Then Pittsburg 
would be a pretty good place for a fine mill, but not 
otherwise. During the ‘week I have made flying trips to 
a few of the straw and coarse paper mills of this vicinity, 
and have seen some things pretty interesting to paper 
makers—so interesting in fact that the owners of some 
of the mills have said: ‘Don’t you dare say that you saw 
these things in my mill.” And I won't. I saw the things, 
that’s all; so profit by them and never mind where they 


to 


are. 

The first thing concerns natural gas. That is.a pretty 
good thing to have on tap in a paper mill, but it needs 
a lot of looking after to insure safety. In one mill using 
this product of nature under its boilers, a car ran off the 
track just outside the boiler house door, and broke off the 
gas pipe under ground. Then the gas leaked through 
the earth and came to the surface inside of the boiler 
room. Its presence was not suspected until an explo- 
sion shook things up, and called attention to the fact 
that the mill might be making paper beyond the clouds 
at any minute. Fortunately no great damage was done 
to mill or to employees, but the scare was big. 

I find that there is a pretty good thing in driving mill 
machinery by gas engine instead of by steam. A trial 
trip in this direction, with a 25 horse power gas en- 
gine, demonstrated that it cost $1.25 per week to run 
the gas engine with natural gas, against $2 per day with 
coal, including the cost of firing and engine attendance in 
both cases. Surely $10.75 per week in favor of one smal! 
gas engine is not to be sneezed at. This is directly in the 
line of producer gas for paper mills outside of the gas 
regions, and I understand that the gas engine men are 
now guaranteeing a horse power from the consumption 
of 15 feet of Pennsylvania natural gas, or 20 feet per 
hour of producer gas. 

I must tell about an accident to a paper mill engine, 
and how those in charge got out of trouble. The engine, 
a Corliss, developing several hundred horse power, broke 
its connecting rod. It is supposed that a block fell under 
the rod in such a way as to bend it so much that it became 
considerably shortened. Then, when the crank went over 
the centre on the out stroke of the piston, the shortening 
up of the rod caused the piston to strike the cylinder head. 
The rod could not straighten out enough to give the neces- 
sary length; therefore it was pulled in two, and the short 
end, attached to the wrist pin, struck the engine foundation, 
forcing the shaft out of its bearings, breaking the pedestal, 
and, as the wheel canted sidewise and struck the side of 
the wheel pit, breaking off three of the pulley arms. The 
wheel, however, did not come to pieces, and was stopped 
without further accident. This bad break was repaired in 
just eight days. How? Well, a new pedestal had to be 
cast and fitted up and a pattern made for it. The broken 
pulley was mended by riveting on some stout lugs on each 
side of the arms. Two lugs to each arm were put on the 
inside of the rim, with countersunk rivets, two each side 
of each of the broken arms, which, by the way, were 
cracked near the hub. Each lug was made of about 1x5 
inch flat iron, and attached to the rim by ten 1%-inch 
rivets—five in each end of each lug. A hole was drilled in 
the centre of each lug, and a 1%-inch iron rod was bent 
into a big staple and passed around the engine shaft and 
carried to the lugs mentioned. Two-inch stub ends were 
welded to the ends of the rods, so that the threads cut 
thereon would leave full strength to the rods. Six of these 
big staples were put on—two to each broken arm—and 
screwed up to six of the lugs, which in turn were held to the 
rim by sixty rivets. The rods were then screwed yp until 
they all gave about the same tone when struck with a ham- 
mer. Then a counter weight was riveted to the opposite side 
of the rim, and the weight thereof was ascertained by taking 
the weight of the lugs and nuts, and adding to it the weight 
of 18 inches of the end of each of the twelve iron rods. It 
seems as if this was a pretty good eight days’ work for 
any one to do, and that they got out of the scrape pretty 
easily. The cost? Well, I suppose about $1,000. The en- 
gine was started up all right, and, when I saw it, was run- 
ning well, with the exception of a 2-inch wobble in the rim 
of the pulley. 

Somewhere among the shops of Western Pennsylvania 
I saw a rig for putting a slight angle in a large water 
pipe. Only about “5 degrees of angle was necessary, and 
the mechanics obtained this by the use of an old worn out 
gate valve. The thing was taken to pieces and a block 
of wood fitted between the two halves of the gate. Then 
the wood was given a taper to the desired angle. In this 
case it was about 2 feet long, 1 inch thick at one end and 
3 inches thick at the other end. Bolts long enough to 





reach through both pieces of valve and the wooden wedge 
were provided, and a round hole, cut through the wedge, 
permitted a full opening through the yate for passage of 
the water. 

It is not every day that a man can be seen manipulatirg 
rolls of paper with a rake, but it seems quite a trick in 
some mills to fringe the end of a web by means of a little 
rake-shaped tool, the several points being driven through 
the paper and then pulled toward the end, whereby a fringe 
3 inches wide and very regular would be torn step by 
step across the entire width of web. 5. FB. 


The Care of Wooden Pulleys. 


Wooden pulleys are very good things to have in the 
mill. They hug a belt very tight and stay in place pretty 
well if decently taken care of; but it will not do to let them 
go year after year without attention. A wooden pulley 
which is not properly taken care of will soon begin to 
squeak; and once a wooden pulley gets to squeaking, all 
the tightening up that can be done will not prove a cure. 
When a wooden pulley begins to squeak, the usual thing 
is to tighten up the clamp bolts under the idea that the 
pulley is slipping on the shaft. 

Even when tightened up sufficiently to draw the nuts 
and washers into the wood the squeaking will continue. 
In such a case the squeaking is not between the pulley 
and shaft, but between the parts of the pulley itself. Some 
of the joints have become loose and the parts thereof rub 
together, and, under the heavy belt pressure, cause the 
squeaking which proves so annoying. To make good 
pulleys which are in this condition, take them partly to 
pieces, removing any loose or partly detached segments 
that may have started up in the joints. Make a sort of 
dry room either by putting a coil of pipe into a big air- 
tight box, or by inclosing some heating coils as a number 
of radiators. If there is a dry room for lumber near, say 
in a neighboring planing mill or furniture factory, it will 
be just the thing and should be utilized. Otherwise, take 
a packing box large enough to contain the pulley, pipe 
in steam, and slowly heat the partially demolished pulley 
two or three days, or until it has been slowly heated entire- 
ly through. Then take the pulley into the shop and work 
every crack and crevice full of thin, hot glue. The wood 
being hot, the glue will penetrate to the innermost portion 
of each crack without becoming chilled, as would be the 
case were it attempted to fill a cold pulley with glue. 

After giving the pulley all the glue it will absorb, re- 
place the portions removed, tighten up all the iron braces, 
castings of screws there may be, then put the pulley back 
into the dry house for at least twenty-four hours more, 
but do not have the heat too great—say 160°—and let 
there be a good ventilation to the dry house or box while 
this final heating is going on. After removing the pulley 
from the dry room, give it two coats of good orange shel- 
lac inside and out, to keep the dampness that may be in 
the atmosphere from again getting into the wood. As 
long as moisture is kept out and the load upon the pulley 
is not too great, there will be no more squeaking. Pulleys 
which for any cause have been exposed to the weather for 
some time, or those that have been exposed to water in a 
flooded mill or at a fire, may be heated in the manner in- 
dictated, and they will come out nearly as good as new. 

There are usually a number of wood pulleys around the 
mill which are not in use. Idle pulleys should never be 
allowed to remain on the shafting. Although very slight, 
it still does cost something to impart motion to idle pul- 
leys; therefore it is an expense to keep them on the shaft- 
ing. Gather up all such spare pulleys, look them over 
and make such repairs as are necessary. Usually only 
a little glue is needed. Then give each pulley a good 
coat of orange shellac, and place in a dry room, there to 
stay till wanted. Mark each pulley with its diameter and 
face width. White chalk will do this effectually. Pulleys 
thus marked and ranged up side by side are as good as 
cash in the assets of a mill. When a pulley is wanted it 
can be found in an instant by the chalk marks upon it, 
and it is certain that the pulley is in good repair and all 
ready for instant use without any possible delay for re- 
pairs. When iron pulleys are stored, range them in a sim- 


ilar manner in a row and mark in the same way, but also 


add the shaft diameter to the sixteenth of an inch.

Another High Speed Machine. 


The Bagley & Sewall Company, Watertown, N. Y., 
closed contracts this week for a large paper making ma- 
chine and other accessories for a paper mill with the W.

The machine has a 65 feet wire, 
twenty-eight 48-inch diameter dryers and one stack of cal- 
enders, The wire rolls are 122 inches wide. 
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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Registering Mechanism and Instruments—A New Paper 
Box Machine—Manufacturing Articles from Pulp 
—Folding Paper Box. 





A device invented and patented (No. 648,161) this week, 
by Talbot C. Dexter, of Pearl River, N. Y., assignor to 
the Dexter Folding Company, of New York, N. Y., re- 
lates to the class of registering instruments which are 
equipped with a point or tongue entering or engaging a slit 
or perforation previously made in the paper for that pur- 
pose, this engagement arresting the motion of and thereby 
registering the sheet while carried to a position to be folded 
or otherwise operated upon. Such registering instru- 
ments have hitherto been placed over the path of the paper, 
and usually co-operated with a bridge disposed under the 
path of the paper to open the slit therein, so as to facilitate 
the entry or engagement of the registering point. This ar- 
rangement of the registering instrument in relation to the 
path of the paper necessitated the placing of the slit open- 
ing bridge with its abrupt and high end facing from the 
paper folding rolls, and in order to prevent the end of the 
bridge from catching on the edge of the slit and thereby 
tearing the sheet. The object of this invention is to sim- 
plify the construction of the registering instrument and to 
obviate the liability of disturbing the sheet from its regis- 
tered position; and to that end the invention consists, es- 
sentially, of a registering instrument disposed beneath the 
path of the paper and provided with a point for engaging a 
slit in the paper, and periodically operated means for forc- 
ing said point into engagement with the slit in the paper; 
and the invention also consists in novel construction and 
combinations of auxiliary devices connected with same. 

Patent No. 648,162, by Talbot C. Dexter, Pearl River, 
N. Y.. assignor to the Dexter Folder Company, New York, 
N. Y., is of a paper registering mechanism, which is used 
in connection with that already described. 

A paper box machine (Patent No. 648,241), by Joseph 
T. Craw, Jersey City, N. J., assignor of one-half to Robert 
P. Brown and Edward L. Bailey, Philadelphia, Pa., con- 
sists of a support upon which is mounted a sliding carrier 
provided with a bearing and a biting surface, clamping de- 
vices adapted to hold the blanks upon the said support, and 
means adapted to slide between the members of the clamped 
blank for unfolding it, and a mechanism for controlling 
and timing the movements of the carrier, the clamping de- 
vices and the openers. 

A method of manufacturing articles from pulp has been 
patented (No. 648,281) by William W. McEwan, Arthur 
McEwan and Frank McEwan, assignors to the Stony Brook 
Paper Company, Whippany, N. J. This method consists 
of first in making a sheet of pulp and shaping same to the 
form required, and secondly in bending portions of the 
blank as desired, while in a moist condition, with pressure 
of such character as not to destroy the natural ridges and 
characteristics of the pulp. 

A folding paper box (Patent No. 648,008), by Walter M. 
Wellman, New Haven, Conn., assignor to the National 
Folding Box and Paper Company, same place, is an open 
topped folding or knock-down paper box made of a single 
blank and consisting of combined upright portions or sides 
and two solid or continuous horizontal bottoms, two of the 
upright sides being in plans diverging from each other, a 
prolongation or extension from one of the said upright sides 
constituting an overlap fastened to the other upright side. 
This box is triangular in shape, and has a double bottom 
formed by a triangular piece attached to the blank, and the 
other or second bottom is formed by overlaps.

According to official announcement all applications for 
space at the Glasgow (Scotland) International Exhibition 
must be placed not later than June 1 with H. A. Hedley. 
One section of the exhibition is devoted to machinery and 
labor-saving appliances in motion. 

The Swiss imports of paper during 1889 amounted to 
8,803,848 francs, and the exports to 2,487,576 francs. The 
value of the imports of printing and writing paper was 
1,658,755 francs, while the exports only amounted to 215,- 
472 francs. Wall and colored papers were imported into 
Switzerland last year to the value of 1,350,860 francs, the 
exports amounting only to 53,963 francs. 

During the first three months of this year the United 
Kingdom’s import of wood pulp were as follows: From 
Norway, 77,118 tons, £332,768; from Sweden, 22,076 tons, 
£151,990; from Canada, 5,229 tons, £15,275; from United 
States, 2,385 tons, £7,317; from other countries, 5,219 tons, 


£45,211—a total of 112,027 tons, valued at £552,561. The 
imports for the corresponding period in 1899 were 86,048 
tons, valued at £412,558. 

The annual production of paper in Russia, according to 
the latest official statistics issued, is of the value of 45,370,- 
ooo rubles. There are 576 paper mills, giving employ- 
ment to 46,190 workpeople. About twenty-eight of the 
principal paper mills in Russia and Poland have agreed to 
raise prices 10 per cent. 

The German rag trade last year was, according tothe Berlin 
Association of Manufacturers and Merchants, on the whole 
satisfactory, prices being firm, particularly for the superior 
grades. The export trade was good, particularly at the 
end of the year, when there was a heavy demand for the 
United States. The imports of rags in 1899 were 446,391 
metre cwts., and the exports 503,562 metre cwts. Expor- 
tation of cotton rags to Russia suffered owing to the very 
strict regulations in the matter of disinfection. 

Several paper makers in Germany, owing to the coal 
famine, have given some attention to the use of naphtha 


as a substitute. Opinions, however, seem to differ con- 
cerning practical results, it being generally admitted that 
structural alterations, &c., would involve a very heavy ex- 
penditure and that the carriage of naphtha would be,/as a 
rule, higher. than coal. One advantage is said to be the 
absence of waste, and that a naphtha fire is more easily 
regulated than coal.

PAPER.—As yet there is no great activity in the paper 
market. News paper is, of course, the principal excep- 
tion. The demand for that grade seems to increase rather 
than diminish. The continuance of the Boer war keeps 
up the demand from abroad. This cannot be satisfied 
here. The destruction of Eddy’s plant at Ottawa has had 
the effect of increasing the foreign demand for news, as it 
has lessened the daily supply on the English market by 
40 tons. Manilas are in fair demand, so the larger jobbers 
report. In the other grades there is not much doing. 
Writings are yet dull, as dealers and consumers are evi- 
dently holding off for lower quotations from the American 
Writing Paper Company. Meantime the “outside” writ- 
ing mills are reported to be taking orders at % cent under 
the figures of the combine. Even at the lower quotations 
given by the independent mills: there is little business, as 
consumers are buying only as needed in the expectation 
of yet lower prices. Book papers are also quiet. Mill 
agents report that jobbers and consumers of book papers 
are unwilling to order, regardless of quotations. Binders’ 
board is a little stiffer in price. Hangings are high and 
Felt papers have been lowered a little by agree-

Echo of an Old Failure. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—Judge Audenreid, in Common 
Pleas Court No. 4, has handed down a decision sustaining 
the exceptions to the report of the auditor in the assigned 
estate of Henry S. Smith, individually and trading as the 
Historical Publishing Company. Smith assigned July 17, 
1896, to Richard B. Sheridan, who resigned a week later 
and was succeeded by Alexander Balfour, the paper manu- 
facturer. Mr. Balfour’s account showed assets of $184,- 
338.04, and liabilities of $157,960.19. Mr. Balfour continued 
the business and Mr. Smith entered into an agreement to 
manage it at a weekly salary of $100 and 3 per cent. on 


all sales. He acted until November 25, 1896, when he was 
discharged. He claimed $800 salary and $3,699.01 commis- 
sions. Mr. Balfour contended that Mr. Smith was in- 


debted to the estate and the auditor thereupon disallowed 
the claim. Exceptions were filed. Judge Audenreid holds 
that Mr. Balfour was not justified in continuing the busi- 
ness and that he did so at his own risk, bu that the agree- 
ment was fair and that Mr. Smith was entitled to receive 
the compensation. The whole matter was therefore re- 
ferred-back to the auditor for further action. E. R. G.
